It Proves. 

Our readers have had occasion during 
the last ten days to observe how abun- 
dantly Mr. Mansill’s weather predic-

mometer, registering as low as 47°. 
Following that, on the 20th, 2ist, 22nd 
and 23rd, the heat was intense, reach- 
ing 97°; but during that period a 
devastating storm with very low tem- 
perature swept over Great. Britain, 
and every day since, commencing with 
the evening of the 28rd, it has been 
raining or lowering here, and cool, the 
temperature several times dropping to 
50° or lower. It will also be remem- 
bered that we pointed out earlier the 
equally striking verification of Mr. 
Mansill’s predictions for A pril—warmer 
than average the first half of the month, 
and storm with cold from the 20th to 
the 25th, which was exactly the fact. 

For June, now, Mr. Mansill points 


out principal disturbing positions about 


the 2nd to 8th, the 14th, 20th to 24th, 
and 27th to 29th, and says the month 
should be cooler than an average June. 
and a slow, unpleasant month for agri- 
cultural pursuits.

The Heavens Wept, on Memorial Day. 
Weeping skies were the conspicuous 
and not inappropriate featurefof Mem- 
orial Day here, and largely throughout 
the state; but here, as elsewhere, while 
the rainstorm necessarily moditied, it 
did not prevent, the observance of the 
day. Kain commenced here about the 
middle of the forenoon, and continued 
with little intermission until the middle 
of the afternoon. This prevented the 
march to the cemetery, where it had 
been designed to hold the exercises in 
the open air, and the Opera House, 
which was generously tendered by Mr. 
Curtis, was occupied instead. 

During the whole of the forenoon, 
the ladies of the Relief Corps worked 
industriously and skillfully, at their 
hall, arranging in wreaths and other 
suitable designs the abundant supplies 
of fowers that had been contributed. 
At 2 o’clock, the Ypsilanti Cornet 
Band, twenty strong, led the Light 
Guard from their hall to the Grand 
Army hall, where the Relief Corps, 
bearing their garlands, and Carpenter 
Post wearing the regulation memorial 
badges, joined the procession and 
marched to the Opera House. The 
flowers were disposed upon the front 
of the stage, and the three organiza- 
tions filled the seats in the parquet, 
with the band in the gallery; and the 
stage was occupied by Mayor Cornwell, 
in charge of the ceremonies; members 
of the City Council; the Rev. A. B. 
Allen of Detroit, the orator of the day; 
Rev. M. W. Fairfield, chaplain for the 
occasion, and the choir organized and 
ably conducted by Miss Lena Bissell. 

After music and prayer, Mr. Allen 
was introduced, and pronounced a 
most eloquent and appropriate address, 
that gave the heartiest satisfaction to 
the large audience which filled the 
house. The glowing rhetoric with 
which he recalled the stirring scenes of 
the war, and the feeling eulogy pro- 
nounced upon those whose service and 
sacrifice are commemorated by the day, 
could not but have aroused anew in 
every heart those sentiments of patri- 
otie pride and grateful love’ for those 
fallen heroes whose graves the nation 
that day decks, and to have stimulated 
anew in all of us those principles of 
liberty, equality, justice and righteous- 
ness which were involved in that con- 
flict.

A Celebrated Scientist. 
A Paris correspondent of the London 
Telegraph writes under date of Dec. 


28: The Academy of Sciences held its 
annual meeting this afternoon, under 
the presidency of Vice Admiral Jurien 
de ia Grairiere, who in avery successful 
address referred in sympathetic terms 
to the death of Paul Bert, who was one 
of its prominent members, and spoke in 
language which was frequently ap- 
plauded of his swn profession and of 
the changes which had been introduced 
into thenavies ef the world since he was 
a midshipman, After the distribution 
oi the prizes—in which department I 


figures with an honorable mention in 
the section cf medicine and surgery— 
Dr. Vulpian, the secretary, deliver ed an 
address in honor of Flourens, the cele- 
brated savant, who was for many years 
one of the principal members of the 
Academy. of Science. He “was the 
father of the presentminisitor of foreign 
affairs, who to-day occupied a promin- 
ent position in the hall. Flourens died 
in 1867, at the age of 73. From an 
early age he devoted himself to sci- 
entific pursuits, and he made many im- 
portant discoveries. Dr. Vulpian re- 
lated how, when the boy was only 16, 
his family held a consultation as to the 
career which should be chosen for him. 
«Some of his relatives thought of the 
military profession—this was in 1810 
and naturally they already saw him a 
general. Others less warlike. were for 
diplomacy. They: preferred the am- 
bassador to the general. 7 
Then the boy was sent for and quest- 

ioned. I want to be .n academican, he 
egies and if Ido not perish at the 
ta-k I shall be one of the forty.

Favorable Reports from all Quarter 
as to the Growing Crops.

The most important news of the week 
isalso the best, that crop prospects have 
decidedly improved. In view of the great 
speculation in wheat and cotten, and the 
false reports carefully circulated by inter- 
ested parties it is of service to know that 
telegrams from Wisconsin say local rains 
have have helped the agricultural districts; 
from Minnesota, rains throughout tue 
Northwest very materially improve crop 
prospects; from Kansas City, prospects 
excellent for exceptionally large crops,

‘recent copious rains of great benefit; from 


New Orleans, crop prospects generally 
good; and these are samples of favorable 
dispatches from nearly all quarters, The 
fear of injury thus far seems satisfacto- 
vily removed, and ifharm to wheat or cot- 
ton is to come, it must be troza climatic 
influences in the future. This good news 
for the whole country is disheartening, 
however, when financial prospects have 
come to depend upon the success Of gi- 
gantic speculations for an advance in 
prices of products. The financial future 
is also affected by the large receipts of the 
treasury, amounting for ten months and 
twenty days to $31,612,867 more than re- 


| ceipts for the same part of the previous 


year. 

f Foreign commerce does not improve. 
April’s imports exceeded exports by $15,- 

975,975, an excess equalled in one month 
of 1882, after the partialsfailure of crops 
and in no other month since 1872. New 
York exports to May fall 11.7 per cent. 
below those of last year, with imports ex- 
ceeding those of last year by 17.3 per cent., 
which would fershadow an excess of about 
$14,000,000 in imports this month. 

: The Inter-State Commission has not yet 
revoked its order of suspension, but all in- 
formation tends to the belief that it will 
do so, and points toa rigid enforcement 
ofthe act. Much complaint is made even 
now with the rate-for-distance rule not 
everywhere enforced to the transfer of 
trade from large to smaller towns and 
from Eastern to interior cities. A great 
number of suits commenced and com- 
plaints filed indicate that costs of trans- 
portation will be increased rather than 

diminished. Earnings still are large and 
encouraging, but a war of rates in the 
Northwest results from “milling in transit” 
contracts issued by the St. Paul and other 
roads, and the competition of Canadian 
and water routes 'is felt more severely 
every week. 

Accounts.from nearly all helene are 
decidediy favorable. At Philadelphia 
trade is languid, and there is some cuom- 
plaint of slow collections; at New Orleans 
money is rather tighter, and at Cincinnati 
collections. are fair, with room for 
provement, but other reports .indicat: 
active trade for the season, a good supply 
of money for all legitimate business, and 
collections satisfactorily prompt. In the 
iron trade Pittsburg hopes to see many 
“banked” furnaces set at work again by a 
reduction in the pee price of coke and the 
termination of the strike. It is also be- 
lieved at Detroit that the great strike of 
stove molders will end soon and work be 
resumed. A better trade in tobacco is 
noted at Cincinnati, and the real estate 
excitement does not abate. The great 
sale at West Nashville resulted satisfacto- 
rily, with heavy purchases by eastern in- 
vestors, and prices are sustained with 
great confidence at Omaha and other 
Western points by more favorable crop 
prospects. 

The coffee market, after a week 
vancing prices, declined sharply. 
gained a little during the week. 
and pork products, with cattle, 
shade lower, and sugar, cotton, and oil a 
little stronger. . No definite improvement 
appears in the market for woolen goods, 
and the great auction, sale of flannels 
causes hesitation, but the market for cot- 
tons is healthy and strong.

Ae A MODEL OPTION LAW. 
The combined county and town op- 
tion that has been urged by this paper, 
_ and which the Detroit Tribune in its 
zeal for a local option law has not con- 
descended to notice, has a most admir- 
able illustration in the statutes of Ar- 
kansas. We said, in speaking of the 
subject once before, that we had not 


_ known of the principle being applied 


inthe liquor legislation of any state, 
but that it was practicable and practic- 
al,and we would be glad to see the 
‘Tribune consider it; and that if there 
existed in the Tribune’s scheme for 
county option any reason why the peo- 
ple of Plymouth, for instance, should 
vee be denied the privilege of town option 
because Wayne county would reject 
county option, we would be glad to hear 
it. The Tribune, however, which is of 
, course a great paper, and with a visual 
_ focus probably too broad for any field 
smaller than a county, has discreetly 


ignored the subject. Probably, it has 


F . seemed to the ‘Tribune that for a great 
- metropolitan journal to adopt a sug- 
gestion from a provincial weekly, would 


a be an unbecoming compromise of dig- 
nity; and we are glad now to be able 


to relieve our valued contemporary of 
any such disagreeable occasion, by 
_ pointing it to the statutes of a state, 
which embody all that we suggested, 
- and more in the same direction. 
The laws of Arkansas provide that 
at every biennial state election the 
legal voters of every county shall vote 
- upon the question of license, and that 
- where a majority of the votes in any 
county shall be for license, the county 
court may grant license in such wards, 
cities or towns, in such county, as shall 
- haye given majorities for license, in and 
no others. Under this law, prohibition 
- prevails in 48 of the 75 counties in the 
state, in many of the towns in the other 
 gounties, and even in one ward of the 
city of Little Rock. 
_ Then, Arkansas has another option 
law, known as the three-mile limit. 
_ Whenevera majority of the adult in- 
habitants, men and women together, 
- within a three-mile radius of any school 
house, academy, college, or other in- 
_- stitution of learning, or of any chureh 
- puilding, shall petition the county 
court against the granting of license 
within such limits, then such license 
is unlawful. In addition to these, there 
is still another option, lodged with the 
 eounty court; for that court, by the 
decision of the Supreme Court, has 
absolute and arbitrary discretion, and 
may refuse all license even where the 
vote has been favorable thereto; and 
that discretion is exercised in some 
counties. Under these three, prohibi- 
tion prevails in fully three fourths of 
the territory of Arkansas. 
Where license prevails, the statute 


fixes a uniform tax of $300 to the state 


and $400 to the county, for a full year 
or any part of a year, beside one per 
cent. colleetor’s fees and $2 clerk’s fees, 
and such additional sum for the county 
as the county court may determine, not 
Jess than $50 nor more than $200; and 
in addition to this the town or munici- 
pality imposes such local tax as it sees 
fit, which is usually from $300 to $500, 
and in some cases as high as $1500. 
The penalty for selling without a fi- 
cense is double the amount of tax that 
could have been imposed if there had 
been license; the licensed seller must 
give bond to the state in $2000, for the 
payment of all damages resulting from 
his sale, and the repayment of all sums 
 jost by gaming on his premises, for 
which action may be had against the 
bond; and no debt for liquor sold is 
recoverable at law. : 
In addition to all this, there are spe- 
- cial prohibitive and regulative acts in 
force, applying to special localities, 
with which the general statute express- 
jy declares non-interference, and pro- 
- vides that the penalties of such special 
acts shall be cumulative to the penal- 
ties of the general act. 
The professed object of all liquor 
‘laws being the limitation and repres- 
gion of the business, we declare the 
Arkansas law the best, short of abso- 
lute state prohibition, that has any- 
where appeared ; and we commend it 
to the Legislature of this state, now 
wrestling with the subject with dubious 
prospect of success, and to the temper: 
ance, people of Michigan, and especial- 
—_- ly to the Detroit Daily Tribune. 


By every indication, the Michigan 
Legislature is going to fail entirely to 
- gatisfy the wishes of the people by 
ss agreement npon a liquor law that they 
will consider of any value, or by agree 
ment upon such a law touching rail- 
road traffic as the people think should 
be passed. Upon the former question, 
if the republican majority in the Legis- 
Jature shall fail to perceive what public 
- gentiment demands, they will discover 
when it is too lite that as representa- 
tives trying to serve the interests of a 
party they have made a fatal mistake. 
No party can maintain its supremacy 
if it fail to interpret the popular senti- 
“ment, and least of all parties the re- 
_ publican.

LONSDOWNE, Canada’s Governor 
General, condemns himself to a degree 
to which neither O’Brien nor any other 
man would have been able to con- 
demn him, in a. speech which he 
delivered at a publie dinner in Toronto, 
the other day. Referring to the ‘ ex- 
traordinary demonstrations of loyalty 
and good will,’ which in three Cana- 
dian cities had taken the form of mur- 
derous riots and attempted assassina- 
tion of peaceable men, he said: ** Your 
conduct has, in fact. once and for all 
established that the Queen’s represent- 
ative in Canada, so long as his conduet 
in his official capacity has not been im- 
pugned, so long as his conduct in any 
other capacity has not been called in 
question by constitutional methods in 
the Legislature either of Canada or his 
own country, may safely leave his pri- 
vate reputation in the custody of your 
people.”’ That is, however: vicious or 
rapacious or cruel he may have shown 
himself as a man. so long as he dis- 
charges well his official duties and the 
Parliaments choose not to accuse him, 
no man shall dare to question his fit- 
ness to represent the honor of a nation, 
upon pain of assassination at the hands 
of ‘loyal’? mobs. In saying this, Lord 
Lonsdowne forgets that he does there- 
by himself impugn his official conduct 
as Governor General of Canada, for he 
approves and encourages the lawless 
conduct of his people, even alluding 
with levity in that same speech to the 
scenes of tumult and murderous vio- 
lence which had disgraced Canadian 
cities in the eyes of the world, and has 
taken no measures to punish, nor even 
rebuked, those crimes of his people, but 
rather congratulates them and himself.

THE GOVERNMENT OF CITIES. 
The May Century editorially and by 
correspondenze discusses the question 


of the government of great cities, and | 


the failure of the present method. As 
a remedy, John D. Cutler, New York 


merchant, in an open letter, proposes a 


government by guilds. He would have 
‘males of lawful age grouped intoa 


hundred guilds, more or less,’”’ and each - 


of these ‘‘from their own number 
should choose two or three members of 
the city couneil. These should choose 
the mayor, with full power to appoint 
and remove heads of departments.”’ 
The editor of the Century, comment- 
ing on this plan, quotes the German 
philosopher, Hermann Lotze, who says: 
‘*Such combinations, representing part- 
ly the most important callings (ag- 
riculture, manufactures, commerce, art 
and: science), partly the special local 
interests of different districts, would 
form the true unities, the representa- 
tives of which by equilibration of the 
interests of each, would cover the 
wants of the whole.”’ 

But this plan leaves out wholly the 
largest and the most important inter- 
est of all, viz.: that of the house 
mothers, the home and family interest 

Naturally, the home-makers are on 
the side of good government. because 
only under good government is their 
chief interest, the home, safe. The 
temptations which beset other classes 
are absent from this. The children are 
its chief treasure. Itis for their safety 
that each mother thinks, first, and last, 
and all the time. To omit this class 
from a place of power in the govern- 
ment of cities is to leave out the only 
oue that can always be depended on to 
stand especially for those things on. 
which the peace and the geod of society 
depend. 

Wendell Phillips said, more than 
thirty years ago: ‘‘ Woman suffrage has 
much to do with the government of 
great cities.’’ Itis too late in the day 
to ignore or count out women, when 
radical improvement is sought in mu- 
nicipal governments. The result in 
Kansas is just in time to call the atten- 
tion of earnest and thoughtful men to

FLOWERS AT TE WHITE HOUSE. 


A Walk Through the Conservatories— 
Rare and Valuable Plants—Bouquets. 


I took a walk one day through the con. 
servatories of the White House and looked 
at the $100,000 worth of plants and flowers 
which are kept there for the furnishing of 
the president’s house and for the decora- 
tion of the rooms during his state recep- 
tions. These flowers were a very impor- 
tantitem during the administration of 
president Arthur. Each one of his state 
dinners contained floral decorations 
which, if bought of an outside florist, 
would have cost him, the gardener says, 
from $1,500 to $2,000. The flowers which 
he used daily were worth about $50, and 
on every reception day he filled the parlors 
with choice plants. 

The eight great conservatories of the 
White House are now full of beautiful 
plants, and the floral decoration of the 
coming season can be supplied as lavishly 
asthe president desires. The estimates 
of the plants on hand as worth $100,000 is 
one given meby the White House gar. 
dener, and he tells me they would bring 
$50,000 at auction. One plant, known as 
the “anthurium ventricosem,” he estimates 
as worth $1,000. It looks likea gigantic 
Indian turnip; its leaves are two feet long, 
its white flowers two inches wide, and the 
shape of a calla lilly, and its fragrance is 
that of a magnolia. Itis the only one of 
the kind in this country. Then there are 
hundreds of choice orchids, thousands of 
roses and nearly every variety of rare and 
common flowers. 

Miss Cleveland frequently walks in the 
conservatory of the White House. She is 
very fond of flowers, and her favorite is 
the pond lily. Mrs. Hayes was a great 
lover of flowers. She adored roses, and 
the gardener tells me her favorite was the 
moss geranium. Said he: “Mrs. Gar- 
field thought the orchid the prettiest 
flower that grows. She did not spend aa 
much time in the conservatory as Mrs. 
Hayes, but she liked flowers very much 
and strolled through it every morning. 
President Arthur was very fond of roses, 
and he always wore a boutonniere made 
of several choice buds. So far President 
Cleveland has not worn a buttonhole 
bouquet, and he had no flowers in his 
chamber. Neither President Hayes nor 
Garfield paid much attention to flowers, 
and no flowers were allowed in Garfield’s 
room while he was sick. When Presi- 
dent Cleveland has visitors, vases of fresh 
flowers are put in each chamber every 
Miss Cleveland’s room is never 
without a beautiful bunch of roses, and 
the choicest flowers are never absent from 
the dinner table of the White House. A 
new basket is prepared for the table every 
morning, and the quietest meal sees a 
bouttonniere lying at the plate of each gen- 
tleman and a bouquet de corsage at that 
of each lady.”—-Washington Cor. Chicage 
Tribune.

Despite some prejudice, as well as 
some valid objections, against pork as 
an article of diet, 1t continues to be 
more largely used than any other kind 
of meat.. There are seyeral reasons 
for this. It has less waste, bone, and 
offal than any other anima! food. It 
is easily kept and fattened, even by 
those who. have little room, and when 
baited it can ke kept with less liability 
of spoiling than most other meats. 
This last point is seldom thought of, 
but has as much to do with the pop- 
ularity of pork as any other of its ad- 
vantages. 

Growing crops on the continent of 
Europe appear to be generally in fair 
condition, though nearly everywheré 
more beex ward than usual. In France 


|}and Germany alike the winter has 


been trying, but not seriously injurious 
to vegetation, and, although the early 
spring has been as wintry as it has 
been in our own country, the result 
has been retardation of growth rather 
than loss of plant.

TALMAGE’S SERMON. 


Deeds of Naval Heroes. 

Rey. T. DeWitt Talmage delivered the 
following in the Tabernacle at Brooklyn, 
taking for his text: “Behold the ships.” 
James 3: 4. 


If this exclamation was appropriate | 


about 1860 years ago, when it was 
written concerning the crude fishing 
smacks that sailed Lake Gallee, how 
much more appropriate in an age 
which has launched from the dry docks 
for purposes of peace the 


of the Inman Line, the Egypt of the 


White Star Line, the Circassia of 
the Anchor Line, the Etruria ‘of the 
Cunard Line, and the Great Hast- 
ern, with hull 680 feet long—not a 
failure, for it helped lay the Atlantic 
cable, and that was enough glory for 
one ship’s existence--and in an age 
which for purposes of war has launched 
the screw-sloops like the Idaho, the 
Shenandoah, the Ossippe, and our 
iron-clads like the Kalamazoo, the 
Roanoke and the Dunderberg, and 
those which have already been buried 
in the deep, like the Monitor, the 
Housatonic, the Weehawken and the 
Tecumseh, the’ tempests ever since 
sounding a volley over their water 
sepulchres, and the scarred veterans 
of war shipping, like the Constitution, 
or the Ailiance, or the Constellation, 
that have swung into, the naval yards 
to spend their last days, their decks 
now all silent of the feet that trod 
them, their rigging all silent of the 
hands that clung to them, their port- 
holes silent of the brazen throats that 
once thundered out of them. If in

were dependent on the oars that pad- 
died at the side of them tor propulsion, 
my text was suggestive, with how 
much more emphasis, and meaning, 
and overwhelming reminiscence We 
can cry out, as we see the Kearsage 
lay across the bows of the Alabama 
and sink it, teaching foreign nations 
they had better keep their hand off 
our American fight, or as we see the 
ram Albergarle, of the Confederates, 
running out and in the Roanoke, and 
up and down the coast, throwing 
everything into confusion as no other 
craft ever did, pursued by the Miami, 
the Ceres, the Southfield, the Sassacus, 
the Mattabesett, the Whitehead, the 
' Commodore Hull, the Lousiana, the 
Minnesota and other armed vessels, 
all trying in vain to catch her, until 
Capt. Cushing, 21 years of age, and his 
men blew her up, himself and only 
one other escaping; and, as I see 
the flagship Hartford, and the Rich- 
mond, and the Monongahela, with 
other gunboats, sweep past the bat- 
teries of Port Hudson, and the Missis- 
sippi flows forever free to all the North- 
ern and Southern craft, I cry out with 
a patriotic emotion that I can not sup- 
press if I would, and would not if I

THE HEROISM OF A SOLDIER’S BRIDE. 

The recent recovery in Washington 
from a severe illness of the widow of 
the late Gen. George E. Pickett recalls 


one of the most interesting stories that = 


comes back to us from the war. Its 
chief interest is her unflagging devo- 
tion to her husband in all the hours of 
his hardspip and danger. Privation, 
sickness, or suffering of any kind only 
served to bring out more beautifully 
her heroic and womanly nature. Dur- 
ing the closing year of the war she 
followed him on the battlefields, lived 
under canvas, and went through camp 
life like a soldier, being repeatedly un- 
der fire and making narrow escapes, 
yet still remaining faithfully by his. 
side. When she married him she was 
but 15 years of age, beautiful in face 


and form, gifted in intellect, and gen- 
tle in her nature. ! 


She was, too, a perfect and fearless 
When the war was over an ef- — 
fort was made to take from Gen. 
Pickett the privileges given him by 
the Grant-Lee cartel, and they went to 
Canada. There they had no friends, 
no money, and no prospect of either, 
with a young child to care for. But 
her brave nature never faltered. With 
that indomitable courage which never 
deserted her, and aided by her superior 
education, she obtained a _ professor- 
ship in belles-letters and took care of 


‘the family until Gen. Grant insisted 


that the cartel should be kept, and 
they once more returned to their home. 
Gen. Grant then tendered Gen. Pickett 
the position of marshal of Virginia, 
but he accepted a position in an in- 
surance company with a handsome 
salary attached. Though all titen 
seemed bright, the worst sorrow was 
yet to come. In afew years Gen. 
Piekett died, and she was left to her 
own resources. It was then that her 
helpless condition aroused the sym- _ 
pathy of the south, and a subscription 
was started for her, headed with $8,- 
000 by one State. She firmly declined 
to receive this upon hearing of it, and ~ 
shortly afterward secured a small gov-_ 
ernment position, sufficient to support 
herself and family. Among her friends 
and visitors here are some of the lead- — 
ing society and official people, whom _ 
she occasionally entertains in a modest 
but dignified way.—Cor. Baltimora 
American. : 
GREAT PREPARATIONS AT ST. LOUIS, 
St. Louis is making great prepara- 
tions for the National Reunion of the — 
G. A. R. April 13 was the day set for 
raising the $100,000 required. Com- 
mittees ware appointed, and under the 
supervision of Colonel J. G. Butler 
and ©. H. Sampson, the work was 
thoroughly systematized. The city 
was divided. into 114 districts and 
1,000 canvassers were put to work. 
Every trade, profession and business, 
alphabetically arranged from A to Z 
was canvassed, and in twelve hours 
$78,000 was subscribed. The balance 
of $22,000 has since been subscribed. 
San Francisco had $85,000, a large 
portion of the amount being an appro- 
priation from the State. In Misiouri 
an appropriation for the G. A. R. 
would not be thought of. The South- 
ern Historical Society, composed 
mainly of ex-Confederates, subscribed 
#50 unsolicited. Then two gentlemen 
followed, each with a check for $500, 
with a promise of more if needed. 
The seven Grand Army posts responded 
liberally. Frank P. Blair Post donated 
$5,000, General Ransom Post ghipped 
in another $5,000, Hassinduebil Post 
was ready with $4,000, the Harding 
and Lyon Posts furnished $1,000 each, 
General Logan and Garasche Posts 
joined with $500 each, making a total 
of $17,000 as the subscription of the 
Grand Army alone. The brewers gave 
$7,800, the wholesale whisky men 
$400, The saloons gave only $1,640.50; 
hotels only $1,625. The real estate 
agents, though receiving no direct 
benefit, swelled the sum total with 
$1,700. It is estimated that the brew- 
ers: wil] have on hand 1,000,000 barrels

MACHINE CAVALRY. 
Gen. Boulanger has just been hold-— 
ing a cavalry review of a novel kind. 
A score of corporals from the Joinville 
Training School went through their 
evolutions before him a day or two 
ago, Mounted on magnificent—veloci- 
pedes. The composition of the little 
troop resembled that of the regular 
mounted force of the country—the bi- 
cyclists representing the light, the tri- 
cyclists the heavy cavalry. The minis- 
ter has decided to have a certain pro- 
portion of the men in the infantry reg- 
iments trained to the use of the veloci- 
pede, the utility of these machines for 
the transmission of orders and the in- 
terchange of communications between 
the different divisions of the army hav- 
ing been satisfactorily established in 
practice. Their employment will, for 
one thing, leave all the horses of the 
force available for the work in whieh 
their services are indispensable. The 
bicycle has been found to give better 
results on the whole than the tricycle, 
and itis probable that some form of 
the two-wheeled machine will be defin- 
itely adopted for general use.——Z'he 
Argonaut.
